Edward Brlnton of Clark, Diets 
and- Associates-Engineers, Inci, 
Urbano, the district's consulting 
engineers, guessed that water 
could be sold to west Lake Coun- 
ty communities in about a year 
and not more than five if the 
program proposed Wednesday 
night is "economically feasible:" 

Questionnaires which were dis- 
tributed to village mayors, trus- 
tees and public works officer's, 
were to be returned to the Lake 
County Public Water District as 
quickly as possible. 

Results of the questionnarles 
will have to be tabulated to al- 
low engineers to make their study 
on the basis of the information 
posted . by the officials. 

Brlnton said water could be 
piped to Antioch by way of routes 
followed by major highways. Tho 
water would be sold wholesale 
and brought to the village limit's 
where it would be distributed 
over the- system servicing Anti- 
och customers. 

Brinton said numerous letters 
.and, telephone inqu iries s purred 
the district to propose tho sale 
of water, to the communities in- 
cluding Antioch now supplied by 
deep wells. 

His proposal called for the con- 
struction of transmission linos 
along major routes, construction 
.of storage facilities and booster 
,&ajiws;-^ 

cord ; thc amount of water being 
pumped by customer-municipal- 
ity. '.'-/. 

Brinton* said Antioch is one of 
several communities which have 
made inquiries about lake. water, 

The water would be sold oh a 
wholesale basis. What the charge 
to homeowners' and business and 
industrial. firms would be set by 
tho village. 

Brinton said in about 15 years, 
based on projected growth, Anti- 
och will require about 1 million 
gallons a day. 

The district would not maintain 
any underground lines in a vil- 
lage or other municipal limits.- 
This. responsibility would be with 
the municipality.. 

A second y water treatment 
plant would have to be built in 
! about 20 years, possibly in 
Shields Township to service cus- 
tomers in the southern part of 
the county.. 

It was estimated that the cost;

i, There is little concern among the members 
of this generation for accepted dress codes* and 
many of the courtesies once extended to women, 
or giving respect to people in high positions be- 
cause of the position.

It cannot be said that young people are not 
versed in etiquette, though, because they do dis- 
play sqme typesof respect for people. 

The key is the definition of etiquette. 

In the traditional sense, etiquette is a code 
governing mainWvcenduct and dress. 

A set of rules of this type makes little sense 
to a young person who is listening to the rhetoric 
of women's lib or the cries for more relevancy in 
our lives. 

So, out of necessity, etiquette has evolved 
to a more applicable state of respecting other 



people and their rights^ p ; - — " * . 

In this form, etiquette is a much easier sub- 
ject to teach. It is not hard to convince young peo- 
ple to display courtesy for people who show that 
they deserve this respect. 

To be sure, the traditional concept of eti- 
quette is being taught also. In physical education 

classes, 'boys^ and girls learn common ^courtesies 
of various sports. : 

Business courses offer insights into the eti- 
quette involved in office procedures. Table man- 
ners are learned in home economics courses and 
in extra-cuiricular banquets. 

Even the prom teaches etiquette. 

Etiquette is not so much a subject that can 
be learned in school, tough," as it is a way of life, 
even for today's generation.

The Democratic sponsored bill 
(H.R. 3C13) would vest major 
authority in the Department of 
Labor for manpower training and 
for authorizing temporary public 
service employment. Some $4 
billion would be available during 
the next 4 years at any time 
when national employment con- 
tinued for 3 consecutive months 
at a rate greater than 4.5 per- 
cent. Applications for Federal 
funds would be submitted for the 
most part by units of, Federal, 
.sfate, county, and municipal gov- 
ernments. However, other gov- 
ernmental institutions such as 
VA hospitals and some non-pubiic 
agencies operating within speci- 
fied areas also would be eligible 
for public service employment 
and job training grants. 

Principal . opposition to the 
Democratic proposal is directed 
against those provisions which 
centralize authority in the Depart- 
ment of Labor in a manner simi- 
laFto earlier~manpowerlraining 
programs such as the Job Corps, 
the Neighborhood Youth Corps, 
and others.

cially titled the Consumer Credit 
Protection Act) docs not release 
the consumer from his legal re- 
sponsibilities or from using cau- 
tion In his credit dealings.'- 

The law , calls for full disclos- 
ure of costs In virtually all credit 
transactions', whether borrowing 
cash directly, charging a pur- 
chase, or financing a car. Now, 
explains the ISBA, consumers 
can shop more intelligently for 
credit and distinguish . between 
the different kinds of credit ar- 
rangements. . 

However, the bar group ad- 
vises, the consumer should con- 
tinue to exercise caution before 
becoming : involved in credit 
transactions. In particular, buy* 
ers should. ALWAYS . read the 
installment soles contract BE-

Revolving charge accounts ore 
directly affected by the full dis- 
closure provisions of the law. A 
prospective charge account cus- 
tomer must be told the conditions 
of the credit agreement before 
he opens an account In addi- 
tion, he must be told what his 
billing cycle will be so that if he 
wishes he con moke purchases 
early in the cycle and payments 
later on. Also, the customary 
1%% monthly service charge on 
charge accounts must be labelled 
as on annual percentage rate of 

Lenders who fall to comply 
with the low, that is by either 
withholding information or giving- 
false Information are subject to 
a maximum penally of a year's 
imprisonment, a $5,000 fine, or a 
combination of both. Further, a 
borrower may sue the lender for 
twice the amount of the finance 
charge. 

Patrolling of the low will he 
up to the consumer and to several 
government agencies.

The 5.2 percent- rate should be 
used when filing your Form 942, 
Employer's Quarterly Tax Return 
for the months of January, Feb- 
ruary and March.

A— If you pay an employee $50
